Synopsis 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

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NORTHERN CANADA 


Where Coal Can be Dug From the 
Surfa:e With a Shovel 


That the twe largest coal fie'ds in 
the world have been discovercd on 
Canadian soil is the belief of Captain 
Janes, a member of the Canadian ex- 
ploration party aboard Captain Ber 
nier’s “Arctic.” The fields, Captain 
Janes says are located in Baffin's Land 
and the two are just 100 miles apart. 
In spite of their high altitude he de- 
clares they will be workable all the 
year round. The coal so easily se- 
cured that it can be dug“from the sur- 
face with a shovel. 

“This northern part of Canada will 
be the greatest country in the world,” 
said Captain Janes. “I believe that 
the report of the Arctic’s last voyage 
when it is made public will be of 
great value.” 

Captain Janes spent eight months 
prospecting alone. He was hundreds 
of miles from the ship during that 
period. His discoveries show that 
thousands of years ago Baffin’s Land 
was a yery different piece of country 
from what it is at the present time. 

Twenty-five feet under the surface 
he discovered an immense forest in a 
state of perfect preservation. The 
trees, pointing due east and west, are 
laid as flat as a wheatfileld blown 
down by a cyclone. The timber, he 
declares, is in perfect shape. Even 
the cones from the tree tqps are as 
fresh as the day they fell.

Most Structural Steel I Steel Workers Are of 
Irish Blood 

It is a curious fact that most of the 
structural steel workers engaged on 
various huge structures in Canadian 
cities are of Irish blood. In fact, the 
Irish and Swedes, or “square heads,” 
as they are called, have almost a 
monopoly of this dangerous trade. 
The Irish wili take more chances than 
the men of any other nationality, but 
the Swedes are not far behind, and 
how they divide the hunors was illus- 
trated recently. Two steel columns 
for the top storeys of a skyscraper 
had just been set in place at the cor- 
ners, and stood starkly up fifty feet 
above the nearest cross girder. Each 
column was about eight inches square. 
When the news spread that a photo- 
grapher was about to take a picture 
of them, two workmen “shinned” up 
the columns and stood on the top. The 
man at one corner was an Irishman, 
the other was a Swede. Sometimes 
these structural ironworkersa lose 
their nerve. Why it happens, or how, 
they do not know; but sometimes a 
sudden panic will overwhelm a man. 
Then, tf he knows his business, he 
will shout for help, for he cannot help 
himself. Now and then a man gets 
a mad desire to hurl himself from the 
roof, and if he is not restrained he 
will go as surely as though er great 
magnet were drawing him down to 
the earth. Oddly enough, one terrible 
fright rarely causes a man to give 
up the business. He gets back his 
nerve 'n a few days and becomes as 
du. as ever. It is said that an 
jronworker who goes to a new job 
when a building is already high in 
the air has not the nerve of a man 
who has been on the building from 
the ground up. Accidents are more 
likely to occur while the first few 
storeys are under construction than 
later on, for the men take More 
chances, forgetting that a 40foot fall 
is about as deadly as one twice as 
long.

Ten-dolar—For the obverse im- 
pression, his Majesty’s effigy, consist- 


‘ing of head and bust, wearing the Im- 
perial Crown and the robe of State, 
with the collar of the garter, and 
looking to the left, with the inscrip- 
tion, “Georgivs V. Dei Gre,, Rex Et 
Ind, Imp”; and _ for the reverse, a 
shield bearing the arms of the Domin- 
jon of Canada within. a wreath of 
‘maple leaves, surmounted by the in- 
‘scription “Canada,” and bearing un- 
derneath the words, “Ten Dollars,” 
with date of issue; with a graining 
upon the edge.

GROWTH OF. WESTERN CANADA 


‘Nothing In History to Parallel the 
Rapid Settlement of Provinces 


In all the annals of world history 
there has been nothing to parallel the 

resent settlement of the prairies and 

ark lands of western Canada. To- 
day from both the east and the south 
. concentrated river of humanity is 
pouring into the Canadian west and 
‘building up the country with phen- 
‘omenal rapidity. The gain in popula. 

on of the four western Provinces be 
‘tween 1901 and 1911, was 1,117,020 
\people, or an increase of 187 per cent. 
‘The gain in population of the five ea- 
stern Provinces was 763,540 people, or 
‘only 16 per cent. 

Entering into details, the Province 
:of Alberta, which had a population 
less than a good many eaStern cities 
in 1901, or, to be exact, 73,022, now 
supports 374,633 people, a gain of 413 
per cent. in the ten years. Saskatch-. 
ewan was credited with a populetion 

of 91,279 in 1901. It now holds 492, 
482, and {8 the fourth Province in 
‘Confederation. Manitoba has grown 
‘in the ten years from 255,211 to 455- 
614 and British Columbia from 178 
‘657 to 392,480. Compare these figure 
‘with the percentage gains in eastern 
Canada where Quebec advanced by 21 
per cent., Ontario by 13 per cent., anu 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick by 
very small margins, and it will be ap- 
parent that western growth has been 
Much more rapid than eastern growth.

They took them to 
their home, they gave them love 
and kindness, they kept them not jor 
a day, not for a week, but year after 
year—ten, twelve, twenty years—un- 
til a death came. And when one dicd 
others were found. They built them- 
selves a chapel, for they are Church- 
women working under their Bishop, 
and here in this chapel each Sunday 
evening the patients are brought in, 
many of them on stretchers, unable 
to move, some supported by the arm, 
some led in-—the blind, the maimed, 
the halt, brought together by = all- 
embracing love. The scene is enough 
to make one weep. In fact it does 
make some of those weep who see it 
for the first time. To give our 
money to the sick is not so. much. 
Most of us can find a-fugitive dollar 
or two dollars for something that 
appeals to our sense of compassion. 
But to give oneself, not for a day 
but for a whole lifetime, to the most
